The Los Angeles supervisors expect 
to appoint, themselves as the county 
board of forestry. 
Several weeks ago 
the Los Angeles Board of Forestry 
resigned, tile presumable reason be­ 
ing inability to work successfully with 
tile board of supervisors. 
Last April when 
Orange 
county’s 1 
Board of Forestry, consisting of A. S 
Bradford of Placentia, A. E. Bennett 
of Tustin, T. E. Stephenson of Santa 
Ana, Willard Smith of Orange and R. 
E. Carter of Wiutersburg, 
was ap­ 
pointed, the members took a trip to 
Los Angeles and went over some of 
the work done there in the last three 
years. One of the earliest conclusions 
reached by the Orange county men 
was that the county ought to raise 
its own trees. 
It was found that Los 
Angeles county had no nursery, that 
it was buying its trees in the open 
market, sometimes 
paying 
$1 and 
$1.25 for them. 
The forestry board appointed J. M. 
Grant as forester, and has thousands 
of young trees now growing in its 
nursery at the corner o f 1> and Vance 
streets, Santa Ana. 
“There is no question in my mind,” 
said ('.rant today, 
“but that Orange 
county’s example is a prime reason 
for Los Angeles’ anxiety to establish 
a nursery for the growing of shrubs, 
flowers and trees for county use. The 
purchase of such products in the open 
market is an extravagant system.

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WAR AND 
CROPS 


(From Los Angeles Financial News.) 


What war In Europe means for the harvesting of 
the great Continental crops is a consideration that 
is causing much anxiety. 
A writer in the London 
Times Ands that it Is an undoubted benefit to the 
British consumer that war bas been delayed until 
the first sheaves of the home crops were already 
in^ stack, while so much wheat land was ripe for 
the harvester that scarcity could be, at most, a mat­ 
ter of days. 
Had war broken out before June was 
over, the excitement of the corn markets must have 
been far greater. The particular details of the food 
supplies involved in the present struggle present two 
distinct issues. 
“The first, least important, issue is that of the 
British m arket being cut off from certain quality 
articles much in request, yet by no means to be 
regarded as necessaries, ’ says the Times, “Austrian 
rolls on the dinner-table and the fine flour of Hun­ 
gary for making light and high-class pastry, are 
already being produced at a loss. 
Austria-Hungary 
is not likely to continue shipping at all. The home 
wheat crop of the Dual Empire is reckoned about 
7 per cent deficient, the yields varying from a full 
average in western Austria to as milch as 14 per 
cent under the mean in Hungary and Transylvania. 
The eastern part of the empire, that nearest to the . 
seat of war, will be barely Self-supporting. 
In the quality of staple from which we may con­ 
sider ourselves cut off is the fine, small, round maize 
of Hungary, Servia. and the entire region of im­ 
mediate strife.

birds. Servian exports of silk cocoons, of plums and 
prunes, of cherries and cherry-liqueurs are apprecia­ 
ble. and are already stopped; but, after all, this is 
a luxury market, and its temporary destruction is 
mainly important as reducing the resources of many 
thousands of hard-workiug Servian agriculturists. 
“A far greater agricultural region is Roumania, 
where the wheat and maize crops each average about 
a hundred million bushels, while there are about 
thirty million bushels grown of serviceable feeding 
barley and of a light and husky, but still useful 
oat. Roumania sells very little produce to the United 
Kingdom, but the large fleets of small vessels plying 
between Galatz and Constanza and the importing 
cities of Athens. Naples. Genoa, 
Marseilles, 
and 
Barcelona meet the food demand of regions that, 
failing to get Roumanian produce, must buy in New 
World markets in direct competition with our mer­ 
chants. The Roumanian area is about that of E n^ 


excellent, and the demand for wheat and oats for 
export has been below the average. 
The English 
purchas&g of Russian' feed barley, however, has 
been persistent, and since April, when the Indian 
crop proved 25 per cent deficient has been heavy. 
“The Russian exports of grain in a good season 
put JC60,000,00© sterling in the pockets of growers 
merchants and shippers, aud this amount of gold 
so fertilizes the country, penetrating, as it does, into 
the remotest villages, that no enemy of Russia could 
let the grain be sold if it could be prevented 
“An Austrian fleet blocking the Dardanelles and 
a German fleet commanding the Baltic would throw 
a material strain on Russian resources without need­ 
ing to fire a shot. This, however, weuld only be the 
case if Russia lacked a maritime ally. Were France 
involved, it is probable that a great sea tight to re­ 
lease the Russian grain flotillas would be an early 
event in the eastern Mediterranean.

The big pleasure interests are the or­ 
ganized gun clubs, which shoot ducks 
on artificial ponds. 
The business in­ 
terests referred to want the restric­ 
tion on the sale of game removed be­ 
cause there is a big profit to be made 
out of it. 
The duck clubs want laws 
passed that will make their shooting 
better. Legislate in favor of either or 
both and it is the ducks that have to 
suffer. The big clubs care no more for 
the conservation of game than does 
the market hunter—with the exception 
that they are more hoggish and want 
It all saved for them. 
The m arket 
ii tinter Kills oil the ducks tor profit 
and the club c,hooter kills them off for 
pleasure. 
The birds that fall before 
the gun of the club sportsmen adorn 
the tables of the wealthy, while any­ 
one has a chance to buy those offered 
tor sale in the open markets by the 
pot-hunter, 
in the southern part of 
tile state it would be a safe assertion 
to say that over 90 per cent of the 
ducks killed are slain on the inuids of 
the duck clubs 
Now, with all of the 
agitation in favor of the conservation 
of game af the present 
time, 
there 
should be a compromise between the 
two interests that are warring at the 
present time. 
The market shooters 
want to do 
away 
altogether 
with 
shooting from artificial 
ponds 
and 
make it a misdemeanor punishable by 
a heavy tine to bait the birds, as at 
the present time. 
The club shooters 
want to make it hot for anyone who 
offers h game bird for sale. 
The only 
way to really 
conserve 
the 
ducks 
would be to enact both theories into 
laws that could and would be enforc­ 
ed.
